‘When elected officials are 
criticised in an unjust manner 
respoms ible people are driven 
away from seeking public off 
ice," charged Supt. of Schools 
John Collins Wednesday evening 

The statement was mde at a 
meeting of the School Commit 
tee held, at the request of the 
Baldwin Civic Association, at 
the Skating Club on Chestnut 
8t. 

Wr, Collins’ of-the-cuff re- 
marks followed applause as the 
president of the association 
Walter Hale, alled the meet 
ing ‘very enlightening’ 

Mr. Collins said, ‘I am ap. 
azed when I read accounts of 
how there is no control of the 
budget by the people. There 
are six duly elected represen 
tatives of the people on the 
School Committee, and they 
constitute the policy-making 
body of the School Department 
Theirs 15 a devoted service 
demanding time and pers mal 
sacrifice which 1s not suffi 
ctently appreciated.’ 

The Committee announced that 
in the future no meetings 
would be held off school prop: 
erty although a11 meetings 
are open to the public. Chair 
man Dud ley Buck explained that 
although some items-deal ing 
with personalities needed to 
be discussed in executive ses- 
wion, the min portions of the 
meot ings were always open 

After the minutes of the 
previous meeting were read by 
Secretary Henry Sullivan, the 
Committee disposed of the items 
on the adgenda in order. 

Dr. Buck explained the meth- 
od followed in checking and 
signing the bills and payroll 
Supt. Collins told how the 
Committee could see how the 
budget wAs stretching by ex 
mining the financial stat 
ment at each meot ing. 

A trial method by which fif 
th and sixth grade pupils are 
being given an opportunity to 
read at their own individual 
levels, and which is at pres 
ent being used under the su 
pervision of Mrs, Scully, was 
explained by Supt. Coll ins. 

The Committee voted to adopt 
the Imtest schedule for pupils 
on half sessions, required by 
the shorter days. School for 
these pupils is now being held 
from 8 aa to 12:20 p.m. and 
from 12:20 p.m, to 4:30 p.m. 

A brief review of the report 
submitted to the planning 
board was given. Supt. Collins
